CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


ASPERSION ON RUMAN CATHOLIC 
MISSIONARIES,

(Daily Press, 21st March.) 

A correspondent who, under the nom de 
plume of “ Anti Prejudice,” recently wrote 
several letters with reference to ie ense of 
Father Vicrorin, calls our attention to a 
Shaoshing letter which recently appeared 
inthe Shanghai Mercury with réference to 
the operations of the Roman: Catholic 
missionaries. at Tunglu,. and ‘he asks, 
‘Ts it to be wondered at that there is 
“trouble sometimes.” The letter in ques- 
tion is ai ez parte statement written by a 
Protestant missionary and possibly some 
allowance should be made for’ sectarian 
jealousy. The Roman Catholic account of 
the occurrences in question would. probably 
put a different complexion upon them. 
Assuming, however, the statement made to 
be strictly aceurate in all its details and the 
occurrences to be typical of what goes on 
at other Roman Catholic mission stations, 
while it might be considered to afford some 
provocation for riotous outbreaks, it cannot 
be field to palliate in any degree such 
barbarities as the deliberate and horrible 
tortures inflicted upon the martyred 
VicroRin and the cannibalistic practices 
indulged in by the fiends concerned in that 
revolting outrage. 

The letter in our Shanghai contempo- 
rary. commences by saying:—“The Roman 
“Catholics have been carrying on their 
“corrupt practices in this city and its sur- 
“roundings——as also in most places where 
“they are located—to such an outrageous 
“extent that the foreign missionnries of 
“this city (as also those of Ningpo I hear) 
* have been com, elled to send ina united 
“ pet tion to the Prefect, making it plain to 
“himand the two Hsiens of this city that they 
“repudiate all connection with the illegal 
“exactions and abominable conduct of the 
‘‘snid Roman Catholics, Some of our 
“expelled members have joined themselves 
“to these people, and others, who were 
“never members of gur churches, but who, 
‘seeing the success of the R. (. in their 
“squeezings and unlawful cemands, have 
‘“ been induced to join them and follow out 
“qa similar line of fraud and deceit. One 
‘of these we have already seized, and he 
‘will be tried when the seals are opened 
“which will take place within a few days.” 
What is the meaning of the statement 
“One of these we have already seized ?”’ 
Do the Protestant missionaries at Shaoshing 
claim to exercise a right of arrest and to 
drag Roman Catholic adherents before the 
native tribunals? Presumably not, but 
the writer’s looseness on this point and 
his evident excitement are calculated to 
throw some doubt on his general reliability 
as an impartial witness, 

che allegations made by the correspondent 
are of a familiar character. A soldier who 
had adopted Roman Catholicism and who 
was subsequently imprisoned for extortion 
was liberated at the instance of the foreign 
priest. This case standing «lone does not 
count for much, since we have no means of 
judging whether the soldier was guilty or 
not. Iu another of the cases mentioned the 
claimant of a piece, of ground valued at 
$2,000, theowuership of which wasin dispute, 
was throwu into prison because he did not 
abide by the Magistrate’s order not to cut 
down the trees upon the ground. _{m the pri- 
son thesoldier mentioned in the previous case 


have alwaysexcited his jealousy is more 
than. -angénerous. But our chief con- 
cern is with the secand statement, namely, 
that scandal is caused by the Manila

EMENT EXTENSION AT

 Bome time ago our.readers will remember 
that we drew attention to the question of 
’ the extension of the Foreign Settlements at 
Shanghai. . We expressed ourselves as being 
‘unfavourable to the French claims for ex- 
tension, our contention being that the 
increase of an isolated national concession 
was not only undesirable in the interests of | 
“all. foreigners alike at the northern port, 
but that the reasons advanced for that 
extension were flagrantly unjust. Our 
article did not, as our French friends might 
select to term it, arise from national jealousy 
at any advancement of French commerce at 
Shanghai. The enthusiastic ambitions of a 
Consul-general to advance the interests of 
France at Shanghai may be commendable, 
as France seems happier in her colonising 
pr elaine at Shanghai than in any other 
of her possessions or concessions, but justice, 
we take it, is infinitely greiter. The success 
of her experiment may probably be traced 
to the fact, as we previously pointed out, 
that foreign business in the French Con- 
cession is to the largest extent in the hands 
- of British and Germans, French interests 
ee ‘being confined to three gigantic missionary 
7 establishments and a few provision dealers. 
PAS The French residents, and there.are but 
few of them, for the most part prefer 
to reside in the Foreign Settlements, where 
- also are situated the few French commercial 
houses of any- importance ; the remainder 
- of the French Concession is inhabited solely 
by Chinese of the poorest type. Looking 
at the question simply from the view that 
the French desire enlargement of thcir 
Concession for purely commercial and san- 
) itary reasons, it is difficult to accept 
a such as their motives, The Concession 
is amply large enough for their business 
and its possible expansion for many years 
to come. And even wheu French com- 
merce shall increase with such proportions 
as to make that locality too narrow for its 
dimensions a sphere of operation may be 
found by whoever desires to enter—be he 
Gaul or be he Russian—in the neighbouring 
International Settlements at Shanghai. 
There the admirable principle prevails that 
whosoever will may enter and commence 
business freely and unrestrictedly. Re- 
cognising this, it is astonishing to learn 
that the French and Russian Consuls at 
Shanghai have strongly protested ngainst 
- the application for extension of the 
Foreign Settlements: When some weeks 
ago Taotai Tsar was ordered from Pek- 
‘ing to. vacate office in consequence of 
cornering the local native market in 
some commodity or-other, the Consuls-Gen- 
eral for Great Britain, United States, and 
. -Germany petitioned the Viceroy that he be 
permitted to remain in office till the Sattle- 
ment Extension question was decided. 
This was granted and negotiations appeared 
to proceed satisfactorily, albeit slowly, as is 
customary in China, until some days ago, 
. when.the Consuls, wearied at length by de- 
lays, suggested a settlement, Tsat replied

LECTURE BY CAPTAIN G. 0. ANDERSON. 
. On 20th March, under the [auspices of the 
Hongkong Odd Volumes Society, Captain 
-@. CG. Anderson -delivered a lecture in the City 
Hall on “ British interests in the Far East.” 
- Mr. Granville Sharp occupied the chair. There 
was a fair attendance.

The 
course of events in the Philippines during last 
year you are all conversant with, and you will 
have been prepared for the disappointing re- 
sults which the figures beforeyou disclose, viz.. 
a loss of $9,8:9.9.6. When hostilities broke out 
between the Spaniards and Filipinos work had 
to be suspended owing to our not being able 
to keep our native employés, and upon the 
subsequent occupation of Manila by the forces 
of the United States, the Spanish market. which 
hitherto, as you know, had been our chief ontlet, 
was entirely closed to us. To dispose of stocks 
of refined the Manila agents were thus made 
entirely dependent upon local demand. and this 
fortunately waa increased by the requirements 
of the American Commissariat Department, 
otherwise the quantity sold would have been 
very meagre, and the loss on the year corres- 
pondingly greater. In anticipation of a contin- 
vance of demand from that source work at the 
refinery sas again sta:ted early in January 
this year, the necessary native labour being 
obtained with difficulty, notwithstanding a 
sonsiderable increase in wages, but after a 
month's running had again to be stopped owing 
to the scarcity of raw supplies, which since (he 
commencenent of active hostilities between the 
Americans and Philipinos there is very little 
prospect of now obtaining, The position of 
the foreign staff you will realize bas not 
been a pleasant one, and recently when war- 
like operations were being condneted in the 
neighbourhood of Malabon became so critical 
that the Manila agents considered it prudent 
to arrange for their removal, leaving only two 
men as csretakers. The necessary permission 
was obtained and all preparations made, but 
one and all decided to remain. Their presence 
will possibly tend to safeguard the Company's 
property and we hope no serious consequences 
may result from their decision. During the 
many months that the village of Malabon, where 
the refinary is situated, was held by the Phili- 
pinos no damage was done, our property being 
scrupulously respected. The consulting com- 
mittee cunsidered the advisability some months 
ago of removing our stocks from the refinery 
but the Manila agents thought it unnecessary 
to take such a step as there would be difficulty 
in finding a safer place of storage. From what 
T have said you will ‘indeestand: that it is not 

ossible for me to venture an opinion as to the

On the 16th March an important meeting, 
convened under the joint auspices of the Shang- 
hai Branch of the China Association aud the 
American Association of China, was held in the 
Municipal Board Room, Shanghai, for the pur- 
pose of considering the deadlock which haa 
arisen in the matter of Settlement Extension. 

Upon the motion of Mr. F. 8. Haskell, Mr. 
C. J. Dud.seon- was voted to the chair, and at 
the instance of the Chairman, Mr. Leondar 
Kerr was appoiuted Secretary to the meeting. 

‘Lhe Chairman said—Gentlemen, in opening 
the proceedings of this meeting I do not think 
that if is necessary thatI should take up your 
time with any lengthy explanation of the rea- 
sons which have influenced the Committee of 
the two Associations in calling it,-nor indeed, 
seeing how fully the question which We are met 
to discuss has been thrashed out publicly, need 
I detain you long on the subject matter itself,

did we not endeavour to assist them with all the 
power that we possess. Gentlemen, I can think. 
of uo better, nor’ stronger, support that can be 
given to the Council than in combined: action, 
such as we are taking fo-day, on the part of our 
two organised Associations whose duties are to 
express, and to give- effect to, British and 
American yiews and opinions. (Hear, héar.) 
With this introductory remark, I will go back 
to the June meeting and sea how matters bave - 
progressed since then. After the action whioh 
was then taken the community was content to 
stand by fora while and await the results of 
the stroug expression of upinion which was 
made, aud it is possible that long experience 
of Cbinese ways has caused us to be more 
cowplaisant in the matter of waiting than 
would have been accepted as reasonable 
elsewhere, There were certain. events 
which took place in July, which did not 
tend to promote an-even courge of friendly 
uegotiations between Chineso and foreigners, 
and indeed they were by many of us, if not by 
all, deplored in that they gave cause fora re- 
stirring of Chinese animosity towards forvig- 
ners, Which we know too well to exist, bat which 
by just aud liberal dealings we desire . to 
eradicate. Thess events of July carried with 
them-consequenc:s which, until the end of the 
year, effectually blocked the question of general 
Settlement extension: At the beginning of the 
present year, however, we learat with satis- 
faction that th e Taotai of Shanghai had been 
instructed to at once tuke in hand the ‘matter 
and to bring it to a couclusion, and for some 
time it was understood that the negotiations. 
were proceeding with every prospect of a 
satisfactory outcome. Towards the end of 
Jauuary the ‘aotai left for Nankiug, and it 
was understood that he was proceeding thither 
in order to make the final arrangements. ln 
February he returned, more negotiations 
followed, and suddenly we were informed that 
they had been finally broken off, leaving 
the question of Settlement extension again 
us much in the air as ever it was, and we may 
be certain that Chinese policy will-be directed 
towards keeping it in its airy position just as 
long as the Chinese think that they can exploit 
the situation. I say therefore that the time 
has again come for further public action as 
called for in the June resolution, and I am. 
certain that I will carry the meeting with me. 
when I say that no more appropriate action 
could be taken than by the convening of such & 
weeting as you are attending to-day. (Hear. 
hear.) Gentlemen, the question as to why the 
negotiations have failed does not perhaps very 
much concern us, nor does it concern us to take 
into account the rumours which, during the 
past few days, have been current in the local 
Press, a8 to there being other forces at work | 
apart from Chinese opposition, At.the same .

It is theso terms that I am about to read to 

- you. They are headed: “A Proposition of 
Hight Articles for the Extension of the Set{le- 

,.ment”—I quote them as I have them and am 
not responsible for the diction, The first 
article is :— 

© Thig time, after the axtension of the Settle- 
ment, the rights of the Chinese residents within 
the sume shall be equal to those of the residents 
of other nationalities, with no difference what- 
ever, aud Chinese ought to v..te on the occasion 
of nomination of Conncillors.” (Laughter ) 

A very pleasing regulation so far us Chinese 
are concerned, and no doubt they would supply 
us with a very nice Chinese Council, wh ch 
wonld of course save the foreign devils a lot of 
trouble. (Laughter.) 

Art. 2.—‘ Warrants from Chinese authorities 
for dpprehension of Chinese, such)Chinese not 
concerning the interests of foreiguers, will not 
be taken to the Senior Consul tor eudorseinent, 
and will be dealt with per original regulation of 
the Mixed Court.” 

That is to say that in the Settlements the 
yamén runners of the Chinese authorities can! 
do as they please. 

Art. 3.—‘* Public buildings belongiug to the 
Chinese Goverument situated within the ex- 
tended Settlement ought to be governed ac- 
cording to their established regulations: foreig- 
ners will not interfere with such government.” 

There is a smell of the Ningpo Josshouse 
about this, aud such a regulation would no 
doubt producy other smells aud nuisauces. 

Art. 4.—'* After the present extension of the 
Settlement the area will be larger than the 
original Settlement “—whieh is ‘no doubt trae: 
—'thereafter all nations, without exception, 
will be included within this cosmopolitan Set- 

‘ tlement; no further extension will be asked 
for.” 

The cosmopolitan idea is no donbt all right, 
and the matter of “uo further extension ” will 
po donbt have the special attention of at least 
one nationality from its own particular point 
of interest. ; 

Art. 5.—‘' Formerly when Chiga conseuted 
to grant a Settlement to Japan in Shaughai 
and other places, it was specified iu Che treaty 
about a differential duty ou foreign and native 
goode and establishment of mannufactories, the 
present extension of Settlement, making the 
same cosmopolitan, the duty ought to remain 
as per previous original treaty.” 

I do not know what that means, but it seems 
do savour of likin, and to be « sort of general 
shot at industrial enterprises in the extended 
Settlement. We have been shot at enough, 
goodne-s knows, iu our industrial enterprises in 
the present Settlement. 

Art. 6.—" In matter of taxation within the 
Settlement, when such taxation concerns Chi- 
nese, the question will be treated us per English 
Consul-General Breuan's dispatch, ic.. to be 

ut in force after satisfactory arrangements 
with the Chinese authorities. Iu matters of 
prohibition or approval by Chinese authorities, 
once obtained sanction of the Consuls, the 
Municipal Council will not put objection.” 

That apparently means that no taxation of 
Chinese can be made without the approval of 
the Chinese authorities, but really the matter 
is so mixed up that I can with confidence leave 
it to Mr. Consul Brenan, whose name is men- 

tioned in connection with it. 
Art..7.—“ After the present extension of the 
Settlement the Municipal police stationed with- 
- out the boundaries will be recalled; the Chinese 
authorities will place their police to take charge 
and keep the boundaries clear, each exercising 
. its.power.”

Tue resolution 
that L have to propuse is :— 


“That in view of the present deadlock in the 
matter af the Extension of the General Set tle- 
meuuts at Suanghai, this meating urges the 
necessity of immediate, united, and vigeruus 
action on the part of the Govaruments of Great 
Britain and the United States, in order to 
obtain a definite solution of a question vitally 
alfectiog the interests of this community.” 


Mr. F. E. Haskell! (President of the American 
Association of China) —Gentlemen, L have 
great pleasare in seconding the rcsolutiou pro- 
posed by the Chairman of the China Associa: 
(ion and I am sure that our Association fully 
eudorses the resolution. I can add but little to 
his remarks; the facts are all as stated by him. 
{t may be thought that if is somewhat unfair 
tu the policies of the goveruments to for? 
ward such a resolution to the various 
authorities, but 1 think that, considering the 
upathy that has been shown by both our govern. 
ments iu the affairs of the Far East in the pist 
tiat we are quite justified in doiug so, aud I 
hope you will supportit. ‘be Chiaese authori- 
ties have recoguised the pricciple of settlement 
Extension by offering a certain area which is 
not considered by the Consuls ty be adequate 
‘to what should ba grauted, but they still accsom. 
ping them with conditions whieh would nullify 
the bevetils we ure asking. Bavond this, us the 
Chairuian of the China Association lias told 
you, a few years ago, the extension of the 
Hongkew Settlement was granted without any 
couditions beyond what existed previously. 
Most of us have experienced tue tactics of the 
Chinese, cither in their oficial or commercial 
capacity, which are procrastination, baggling, 
and raising new issnes to tire out the foreigner. 
In this matter I hope the latter will not be 
tired out, and that it will be made plain to 
the Chiuese that there are certuiu rights and 
certain things which they will have to concede, 
and that they cannot bar all progress. We are 
only asking for what will benetit then equally 
with us, and I hope the resolution will -be 
carried, (Applause.) , 


that they will .be received with feelings: of — 
amusement, if not of indignation.. If, this is - 
the result of three and a-half years’ negotiations 
it seems to me to be quite clear that the — 
Chinese are treating the matter in a spirit” 
of mockery. ‘T'hey would not treat any. one of 
the Great Powers in this spirit and-the fact 
that they have done so. to the Consular Body - 
representing all the Great: Powers appears to 
me to argue that either they think the Consuls 
are uot in earnest in the demands which they 
have made, or that there are so great dissensions 
among them that they can treat it.in this spirit 
with impunity. I therefore think that the 
action which the proposer of the resolution, 
Mr. Dudgeon, and Mr. Haskell laid before us: 
to-day, namely, that the negotiations should 
now be pre-sed uot by the Consular Body as a 
whole, but by the two nationalitias whose names 


. the Settlements bear, and any others who are 


willing to cooperate with them, is the most 
likely to lead to success. (Hear, hear ) 

The resolution was then pat to the meeting 
and carried inanimously, 

Mr. C, Thorue—You have just heard it ex- 
pressed by Mr. Auderson that it will probably 
be of very litile use if this is merely referred: 
to the Consular Body. It therefore shows the 
necessity of bringing forward auother resolu- 
lion, which L have now the pleasure of moving: 
—* That the resolution now passed be commu: 
nicated by wire both to Loudon and Washing- 
ton, aud to our respective Ministers in Peking.” 
We hope this may produce a different result 
from what it has doue hitherto. 

Mr. A. W. Danforth seconded, and the resol- 
Ulion was carried nem. con, 

Mr. Dudgeon having mentioned that this 
concluded the business, a vote of thanks to him 
as Chairman was carried by acclamation, and 
the meeting dispersed.—N. C. Duily News.

REBEIS AND MUTINEERS, 
Manila, 9th March. 

The Jong overdue steamers, Gloria, und Satur- 
nus arrived in port this morning after having 
experienced the most thrilling voyage of their 
oxixtence. The Gloria left Manila for the 
Ports of Casayan and Currimao on the 10th of 
Jannary and the Saturaus for San Fernando, 
yoserens Currimao and Aparri on February 

st. 

Upon the arrival of each at Currimao, they 
were boarded by a band of armed insurgents, 
who commanded the captain to remain in port. 
They were then ordered to land their cargo, 
and after having done so, were reordered to 
take same on ship again. After this same per- 
formance going on for three different. times, 
part of their cargo remained in the hold and 
part ashore. During ths time the steamers re- 
mained at Currimao all the provisions werv 
seized by the insurgents and the crews left to 
hunt food for themselves. . 

Yo cap the climax the crews of the ‘vessels 
deserted and left no one to man the ships. 

Upon the captain receiving orders from the 
insurgents on the 6th to sail, they at once got 
away for fear that the order might be changed, 
the Gloria being manued by three men, the Cap- 
tain, engitieer, and ont sailor. ‘Che Sefurnus 
managed to hold a crew of about fifteen men, 
and on the trip ap the chief engineer changed 
every little while to the Gloria, taking much 
pleasure in shoveling coal, besides his regular 
work. f : 

The insurgents took about half a dozen old 


- aseloss ship’s guns from the Saturnua. At the 


present time the natives at Carrimao are woll 
armed with quite a number of Manser rifles 
aad Kemingtons, also a nomber of bolos, They 
suy that they will kill every man before eur- 
reudering to the Americans. : 

“he Captain, Juan Galvez, of the Gloria also 
reports that the crew of the steamer San 
Joaquin, which left here January 10th for 
Cagayan and Aparri. mutined between the 
ports of San Fernando and Currimao. They 
killed the Captain, chief engineer, mates, and 
all officers, and taking charge of the ship ran 
her ashore, it is thought near the town of 
Vigan. They then looted the ship and deserted 
her 


There are at present several more American 
steamers missing, among which are the Adelante, 
Don Jose, Herminia, San Pedro. It was re- 
ported here some time ago that there was also 
a mutiny and murder of captain and officers of 
Sens ship, but nothing bas since been heard 
of her. 

The rebels seized several Chinamen, and it is 
said they also took one Huropean, as prisoners 
to be held for ransom, and tock them to Vigan.
